testing your ability to swim 
ashore. Today's boats 
are 


manufactured to be sink-proof. 
They have either styro-foam 
floatation bulkheads or double 
bottoms. Mine has both. Open the 
drain plug and the boat will fill to 
a depth of only a few inches. 
Therefore a boat is a safe thing to 
hang onto in an emergency. 


Man isn't the only creature 


who makes mistakes on the 
water. The Star's 
general 


manager, Paul H. Jones, and 
Luther 
B. Tooley, 
former 


manager of Radio Station 
KXAR, were fishing on Narrows 
Reservoir several years ago 
when they noted what they 
thought was a fawn attempting 
to swim across bo.th the main 
channel and Cowhide Cove—a 
distance of nearly two miles. To 
their surprise the animal, having 
spotted their boat, changed 
course and headed for them—not 
what you would expect of a deer. 


And when the animal came up 


to them he turned out to be the 
most worn-out and panicked deer 
hound you ever met. 


He had underestimated the 


width of the lake, of course, while 
chasing a heard of deer, and 
nearly paid with his life. The 
Hope men set him safely on the 
far side of the lake—and I trust 
the rascal learned a lesson .and 
went home.

U.S. Offers Plan 
for Money Crisis

Market nations and Britain re- 
jected today a U.S. compromise 
plan to settle the worst inter- 
national monetary crisis since 
World War II, well-placed 
sources said.

Nixon Going to 
Peking Feb. 21

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 


ident Nixon will arrive in Pe- 
king on Feb. 21 for talka with 
Chinese leaders—a historic mis- 
sion he hopes "will become a 
journey for peace ...." 


The White House announced 


the long-awaited date on Mon- 
day, 
although presidential ad- 


viser Henry Kissinger reached, 
agreement on the trip's timing 
during his second trip to Pe- 
king a month ago. 


Further details, including the 


length of Nixon's visit, were to 
be made public today, accord- 
ing to White House Press Sec- 
retary Ronald L. Ziegler. 


A terse joint statement re- 


leased simultaneously in Wash- 
ington and Peking said: 


"The 
government of the 


People's Republic of China and 
the government of the United 
States of America have agreed 
that President Nixon's visit to 
China shall begin on Feb. 21, 
1972." 


It followed a week of an- 


nouncements about a series of 
presidential summit meetings 
in December and January with 
allied leaders. 


The Peking trip will come 


about three months before Nix- 
on travels to Moscow in late 
May for talks with Soviet lead- 
ers. He will be the first Ameri- 
can president to visit either Pe- 
king or Moscow.

separate talks with the leaders of 
France, Britain, West Germany, 
Japan, and Canada. 


Ziegler, after reading Mon- 


day's statement, harked back 
to Nixon's bombshell announce- 
ment July 15 that the China trip 
was being arranged.

Officers refused to identify the 
man.

evacuating the hotel about 2:30 
a.m., but that there was no way 
of knowing immediately wheth- 
er some persons had failed to 
leave the building.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ford 


Motor Co. has become the third 
big auto-maker to win approval 
of a price hike from the Price 
Commission. 


In approving the 2.9 per cent 


hike for 1972 Ford cars, trucks 
and optional equipment Mon- 
day, 
the panel also put large 


public utilities on notice their 
rate increases are subject to 
rollback. 


Utilities with annual revenues 


of $50 million or more were told 
to report to the commission 
when they ask for increases 
from state regulatory bodies. 


Even if a regulatory agency 


approves an increase, the com- 
mission said it "reserves the 
right to reduce the rates if nec- 
essary." 


The panel said utility rates 


would be eyed carefully for in- 
flationary trends, though ex- 
pansion to meet future power 
and service needs would be 
allowed. 


In other business, the com- 


mission for the first time de- 
nied a price increase on 
grounds that a firm's profits 
have been too high to allow it. . 


Though Oscar Meyer Co. had 


asked approval of a modest 1.31 . 
per cent price rise, the com- \ 
mission said when compared ; 
with the base period, the com- 
pany's pre-price-freeze 
profit; 


margins were sufficient to cov- 
er added productivity costs. 


But productivity costs for 


Ford, the commission 
ruled, 


were sufficient to permit an in- 
crease. The company had origi- 
nally asked an ok»y for a 2 per 
cent hike, but upped the figure 
to 4.4 per cent before the com- 
mission acted. 


Among the other auto mak- 


ers, American Motors has won 
approval of a 2.5 per cent in- 
crease and Chrysler a 4.5 per 
cent hike. Chrysler said, how- 
ever, it would raise prices only 
3 per cent. 


The commission has yet to be 


heard from on a 3 per cent 
price increase 
proposed 
by 


General Motors, the nation's 
largest car maker.

About 300 


South Vietnamese paratroopers 
made a new thrust 20 miles in- 
side eastern Cambodia today, 
landing

U.S. B52 bombers and South 


Vitnamese 
fighter-bombers 


softened up the area in advance 
of the landing, and the para- 
troopers met no resistance ini- 
tially. Dam Be has been a ma- 
jor supply depot and staging 
area for North Vietnamese at- 
tacks along Highway 7, about 
18 miles to the south, and for 
forays into South Vietnam. 


Other paratroopers pushed to 


^within 10 miles of the Chup rub-

About 600 persons representing 
business and industry, govern- 
ment and education will meet 
Wednesday and Thursday to dis- 
cuss problems of the environ- 
ment and how to solve them. 


The meeting, the First Arkan- 


sas Environmental Congress, is 
sponsored by Gov. Dale Bump- 
ers to focus attention on the 
need for environmental control 
and education. 


Among the speakers will in- 


clude former Interior Secretary 
Stewart L. Udall; Roy K. Wood, 
Southeast regional director of 
the Bureau of Outdoor Recrea- 
tion; Jack Meadows, vice presi- 
dent of the Georgia Pacific 
Corp.; Gary North of the U.S. 
Geological Survey; 
Bumpers, 


and several college and univer- 
sity professors. 


Troyt York, director of the 


Arkansas Planning Department, 
said the idea for the congress 
grew out of a $65,000 federal 
grant to the state Education 
Department to finance a pro- 
gram of environmental educa- 
tion in the public schools. 


"What we will be trying to do 


(at the congress) is to get peo- 
ple aware of Die problems and 
aware of the necessity for us 
to maintain our environment," 
said Mrs. Bessie Moore, coor- 
dinator of economic and en- 
vironmental education for the 
Education Department. 


One of the objects of the 


meeting is to get those who at- 
tend to carry the message to 
others. Among those who were 
invited are college and high 
school 
students and 
faculty 


members and representatives of 
state and federal agencies, the 
legislature, city and county gov- 
ernments, school administrators, 
business and resource produc- 
ers. 


York said the congress should 


develop major recommendations 
for presentation to Bumpers. 


He said seven seminars would

gust at jurors and courtroom 
spectators after Monday's de- 
cree despite its possibility of 
parole.

He whirled in his swivel chair

May Close Industries

WASHINGTON (API - The 


chief White House overseer of 
the nation's fuel supplies says 
some major industrial plants 
could be forced to close down 
this winter because of severe 
natural gas shortages. 


W.P. Weinhold, energy spe- 


cialist for the White House Of- 
fice of Science and Technology, 
said in an interview that the 
heating requirements of homes 
and such institutions as hospi- 
tals will be met. 


But. Weinhold said, some ma- 


jor industrial customers who 
buy gas on an interruptible, or 
"when-available" basis, are go- 
ing to face major curtailment. 


"In a cold winter, it could go 


beyond that and affect some 
firm industrial customers" who 
have contracts guaranteeing 


The energy ^specialist, who 


receives and reviews reports 
from other agencies and who 
sits on a joint board on fuel 
supplies, said the nation ap- 
pears to have sufficient stocks 
of coal and industrial and home 
fuel oil as winter arrives. 


It's with natural gas, he said, 


that "we're In the tightest spot." 


His

Federal Power Commission re- 
port Saturday that the country 
as a whole appears tc have suf- 
ficient 
electrical 
power 
re- 


serves to meet winter demands. 


However, the FPC report 


added, some areas face pos- 
sible shortages—mainly due to 
recent coal strike which left 
supplies at 60 electric power 
plants "critically low." 


But Weinhold said the current 


levels are the same as they were 
a year ago, when there was no 
strike.

Trunk Murderess 


FLORENCE, Ariz. (AP) - 


Trunk murderess Winnie Ruth 
Judd has injected an aura of 
mystery into her forthcoming 
parole just as she did in her 
trial in the 1930s. 


The state Board of Pardons 


and Paroles agreed Monday to 
release the 67-ear-old "Tiger 
Woman" who was convicted of 
the 1931 dismemberment slay- 
ing of one of her two room- 
mates. Their bodies were found 
in Ix)s Angeles, stuffed in two 
trunks which had been shipped 
from Arizona. 


At the time of her trial, there 


were reports that 
she was 


shielding someone. 
She was 


never charged 
in connection 


with the death of the second 
roommate. 


Asked Monday about efforts 


by speculators to capitalize on 
her memoirs, Mrs. Judd said 


she had been approached in 
prison by a man "high up in 
politics" who "caused me 
trouble years ago." 


The man, whom she did not 


identify, "showed me pictures 
and told me how executions 
looked almost as 
a 
veiled 


threat," she said. 


She said she left word she 


didn't want to see him again. 


Mrs. Judd was sentenced to 


death at her trial in 1931, but 
she was spared from the gal- 
lows by a finding that she was 
insane. She was then sent to a 
mental hospital, from which 
she escaped seven times.

muted her death sentence to 
life in prison and last February 
recommended that she be pa- 
roled,

avenge Palestinians slain by 
the Jordanian army during the 
September 
1970 civil 
war, 


claimed responsibility Monday. 


The source said the group is 


a secret branch of Al Fatah, 
the largest Palestinian guerrilla 
organization, and that the as- 
sassination was its "first major 
operation." 


The semiofficial Egyptian 


newspaper Al Ahram reported 
today that Cairo police are 
hunting for a fifth Palestinian 
who visited the four gunmen in 
their apartment prior to the as- 
sassination and "wished them 
success." 


Al Ahram said investigators 


did not know the fifth man's 
name, but that he used the 
name "Abu Ahmed" or "Abu 
Mohammed." The paper said 
he also urged the assassination 
squad to "carry out the plan 
according to Ezzat's instruc- 
tion." Ezzat Ahmed Rabbah is 
one of the four men who have 
been arrested and charged with 
the slaying. The three others 
are Munzer Khalifa, Ziad Bas- 
sam and Gawad Khalil Bug- 
hdadi. 


Al Ahram said Khalifa told 


interrogators that the assassi- 
nation of Tell was better than 
killing Moshe Dayan because 
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Dayan "is known to be our ene- 
my while Tell was an Arab 
massacring us and ordering 
Palestinian women to be raped 
and slain—Tell beats even Da- 
yan." 
Dayan is the Israeli de- 


fense minister. 


Bassam said the group went 


to Karachi, Pakistan, earlier 
this year to assassinate Crown 
Prince Hassan of Jordan, Hus- 
sein's brother, Hassan didn't 
arrive as scheduled. 


Tell was succeeded by Fi- 


nance Minister Ahmad Lozl. 
After assuming office Monday, 
I/)7.i flew to Cairo to attend the 
Arab league meeting. 


The league's defense council 


cabled condolences on Tell's as- 
sassination to Hussein, but Al 
Ahram reported that Libya, 
whose revolutionary regime 
overthrew a monarchy, refused 
to sign the cable. 


The ensuing controversy was 


solved by a decision to let Arab 
League Secretary-General Ab- 
dul Khalek Hassouna sign the 
cable on behalf of all delegates.

negative doubles. It showed 
some high cards and asked 
partner to bid a new suit. 
East's three club call was 
an effort to barricade South, 
but he was strong enough to 
show his diamonds at the 
three level and continue to 
game after North bid four. 


A spade lead would have 


upset his applecart but West 
made the normal club open- 
ing and continued the suit. 
South ruffed and proceeded 
to make the rest of the tricks. 
It wasn't really difficult. Just 
a successful trump finesse 
as a starter f o l l o w e d by 
c a r e f u l play and a bonus 
squeeze. 


South ruffed the club and 


led the queen of diamonds. 
West played low and South 
let the queen ride. Next came 
the d i a m o n d nine.

He got to dummy by cash-

Duty of a 
Wife 


-Whither thou goest, I will go; 


and where thou lodges!, 1 will 
lodge." 


Does the modern wife owe this 


kind of biblical loyalty to her 
husband? Under today's law, is 
she still obliged to let him choose 
the family home? 


Almost everywhere, that con- 


tinues to be the basic rule. By 
and large, it is the husband who 
has the last word as to where they 
will live. If the wife refuses to 
follow his lead, she is guilty of 
desertion—grounds for divorce. 


Thus: 
To cut expenses, a man pre- 


pared to move to a smaller apart- 
ment. But his wife decided it was 
"not stylish enough" for her, and 
went home to her parents. After 
a long impasse, the man finally 
sued for divorce and won a de- 
cree. The judge said the wife's 
refusal to live with him, for no 
good and sufficient reason, made 
her a deserter in (he eyes of the 
law. 


Nevertheless, the husband's au- 


thority is far from absolute. He 
cannot insist on a housing ar- 
rangement which is simply not 
fair to his spouse. 


For example, one man decided 


to move in with his mother, even 
though he could well afford sep- 
arate lodgings—and even though 
his mother and his wife did not 
get along with each other. 


A court held, in these circum- 


stances, that the wife had a legiti- 
mate excuse for not joining the 
household. 


Furthermore, when a man in- 


vites his wife to join him at a 
new 
location, he must really 


mean 
it — not 
just 
be 
going 


through the motions. One can- 
tankerous husband, having jour- 
neyed alone to the West Coast, 
sent back the following "invita- 
tion" to his svife: 


"1 have completely gotten over 


my regard for you, if I ever had 
any. However, I am doing what 
I must do, even though you have 
ruined my life. I ask you to come 
and make your home with me, as 
the law requires." 


When she held back, he tried 


to divorce her on the grounds of 
desertion. But the court ruled 
against him. The judge said this 
was the kind of an invitation 
that no self-respecting wife could 
possibly accept.

The Unknown Soldier of 


World War I was entombed 
at Arlington National Cem- 
etery on Nov. 11, 1921. The 
World Almanac notes that 
on Memorial Day, 1958, two
